Or hath he ever despised them that put their trust in 
him? God forbid! Yea, they were heard, and yet they were slain : 

This, then, 
is the martyr’s prayer: Preserve my Life from fear of the enemy ; not that 
the enemy should have no power to slay me, but that I should not fear 
the enemy that slayeth. Preserve me from fear of the enemy, and keep 
me in ¢hy fear. Let me not fear him that killeth the body, but rather 
let me fear him which is able to destroy both body and soul in hell:
